‘Shortage te Food Supply.

“One of the chief tasks of the govern~ 
ment is to establish transport for food 
and supplies,” a high official of the em- 
bassy, who customarily acts as its 
spokesman, asserted. ‘“‘ There is no lack 
of munitions.’’

It was frankly admitted that 
the Russian troops on the Riga, Ga- 
Uclan, and Roumanian fronts are being 
driven back by the Germans, but there 
was no information available concerning 
the retreats, except on the Galician and 
Roumanian fronts, where they were 
characterized as strategic.” 


German Intrigue at Work. 

German intrigues in Rusisa are known 
to be exerting powerful influence to 
bring about anarchy within the new de- 
mocracy. Just how they are playing 
their game in reference to the opposing 
elements has not been revealed. 

The organization of Russian Conserva- 
tives, described as formidable, whose 
eritielsm of the provisional government's 
course is to the effect that socialistic 
domination has destroyed discipline and 
efficiency in the army and left the coun- 
try exposed to invasion, apparently has 
not been definitely measured in strength 
in dispatches received here.

A prosperous nation is a strong nation, and only 
a strong nation can fight effectively. Poverty is 
weak and insecure. A poverty stricken nation, 
harassed by crushing taxes, can never accomplish 
very much in either peace or war. The primary 
condition of national strength is material welfare 
in the broadest sense. 4 

There is so much current buncombe and loose 
thinking that it is necessary to repeat these tru- 
isms. The bunk artists are winning converts be- 
cause they are dealing in a line that is a cleverly 
designed appeal to patriotic feeling. They are 
selling us a gold brick, but they insist it is a patri- 
otic duty to buy their wares with our eyes shut. 

The most popular buncombe in the United States 
senate just now begins with a peroration about the 
boys in the trenches, our sons and brothers who 
have been drafted for duty in France. Now, we 
cannot say too much about the heroism and self- 
sacrifice of these soldiers of ours. We know they 
will endure great hardships; we know that many 
will give their lives for their country. 

It ig easy, therefore, for the bunk artists to pro- 
ceed to the conclusion that crushing taxation for 
the stay-at-homes is the logical and necessary 
counterpart of hardships in the field. Since we

But we cannot do our part in sackcloth al
